Nothing new or important in Eeropean Politics bas been 
earnt by the last arrival from France. The Editor of. the 
Heankanv bas obtained a Copy of the Boglish Paper published 
at Paris onder the title of Gationant’s Messenoen, of the 22nd 
ef Aogust, from which we have republished in our pages of to- 
day all that hes appeared from that source.

Londen, Aug. 12, 1822,—The return of the Marquis of 
Hastings from India, is at length finally arranged, and the Right 
Hon. George Canning, as Governor General, takes bis depar- 
tare from England on the 10ib of October. 


It is said his Majesty has intimated a desire that the Duke 
of Wellington should meet him ion Edinburgh. 


A Retarn of the Paymasters, or officers actingas Paymas- 
ters, who have become defeulters in their accounts with the War 
Office, since the Ist of January, 1810, has been printed in per- 
suance of an order of the House of Commons. The number 
amounts to seventy-one, which, with the date of the default, 
amount of deficiency, amount of the balance recovered, amount 
now dee to the public, and a statement of the measures taken 
to recover the same, occupies cight pages folio. 


The Commissioners of Castoms have reported their belief, 
that there bas been no clandestine importation of foreign corn. 


London, Wednesday, August 7, 1822.—Yesterday bis Majes- 
ty closed a Jong end busy, and in some respects, ao important Ses- 
sion of Parliament. The Speech of his Majesty is chiefly re- 
markable for its brevity. It contains nothing that has not been 
anticipated. The anxiety expressed, in that part of it respecting 
Trelend, to anite in brotherly love and affection all classes and 
descriptions of his subjects, is a generous feeling, worthy 
of a British Sovereign. The misfortones of the Irish would soon 
eease, could they be affected by any personal sacrifice which bis 
Majesty could make. The Session commenced on the Sth of 
February. It bas proved a long and laborious one; we do 
not recollect any which produced such incessant debate. All 
this labour, we are happy to say, bas not been in vain, i has 
proved that by patience and perseverance treth mast Goally pre- 
veil under the most adverse circumstances. At the commence- 
ment of the Session, Lord Londonderry declared in bis place 
in the Hoase, that “if the whole mass of taxes could be swept 
away at once, it would bave no material infleence in relieving 
the distresses of the nation.” Discussion ia the House has ena- 
bled him to correct that error, and to advise bis Majesty, in his 
8S, cech from the Throne. to assare bas Commons, that it is most 
grstifying to him that they have beea enabled to relieve bis peo- 
ple from some of their bardeas. 


The commercial interests of the country have been treated ia 
a spirit, which, we ast, is the precursor of that freedom of trade, 
which, [rom the seperiority and the cheapoess of our manalac- 
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tures must be to our advantage; and itis due to ministers to 
state, that their views on the subject have been in some degree 
thwarted by the narrow jealousies of Parliament, and a clamour 
raised out of doors. Had it not been for this, the Bill brought 
into Parliament by Mr. Wallace, and called the Warehousing 
Bill, would have passed this Session, instead of deferring it te 
the next. This Bill, by allowing foreign goods to be warchous- 
ed in English ports, would make Eogland the entrepot of the 
Commerce of the world, and give us no inconsiderable sbare of 
the carrying trade. 

Parliament which has been thus attentive to the commercial, 
has not altogether negiected the Agricultural Iaterests of the 
country, so far, at least, as enquiry goes; but it wes found, as it 
ever must be, that to attempt paliiatives in such a case would ei- 
ther be inefficient, or produce a re-action: and restrictive laws 
for regulating the price of food, bave never been found produe- 
tive of general advantage. Parliament attended to the agricul. 
toral Petitions—heard all the remedies proposed by the Members, 
passed sueb a law as they conceived necessary, but foend, that 
all they could do, was got not to aggravate that distress, which 
it was impossible to relieve. 


On the whole, there is mach canse of congratalation in the 
general conduct of the past Session ; and these bas not, we are 
persuaded, been a Parliament dering many years, in which pabe 
lie feeling and pablic interest have been so much attended to. 


Upon the substance of bis Majesty’s Speech becoming 
known at the Stock Exchange, Consols declined to 80); that 
pottion of the Speech that towebes upon the affairs with Russia 
and the Porte, being considered vague and unsatisfactory, 


His Majesty was dressed for this national and splendid 
occasion in the uniform in which he eppeared on the morning of 
his Coronation, consisting of a crimson robe and mantle decorat- 
ed with the Order of the Garter and the Golden Fieeee, (the 
Chief of the Austrian Order, being the same as the King wore 
on the morning of the Coronation.) The procession to the House 
of Peers was arranged as follows ;—Four Roya! carriages with 
one set of black horses and three seis of bays, besides the Roy- 
al State carriage, drawn by six beantiful cream. coloured horses, 
with new harness and light coloured ribbands, which was driven 
by Mr. Roberts, a groom to each borse. His Majesty wore a 
black velvet bat, with ostrieh feathers, with a diamond loop and 
button, The Royal procession left the Palace at twenty 
minutes before two o'clock, and entered the House exseily at 
two. The King’s entrance was announced by discharge of can- 
non on the Lambeth shore. After remaining in the House 26 
mioutes, bis Majesty retarned to his Palace in Pali-mall, 


Galignani’s Messenger, Aug. 2.—M. de Lambre.—The fanerai 
of M. de Lambre, Perpetua!

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The Duke of Devonshire and —Wall, Beqaire, M. P, passed 
through Calais a few days ago on their way to Eogiand, and Sir 
Robert Wiisou, coming to Paris, 


The following is fromthe Maonip Gazerre of the 10:h inst : 
—* Tt appears that the Infants have volantarily decided to repair 
to the quarters of the Ex Gaards to depose relatively to the 
charge brought against them by several of the Officers who are 
prisoners,—A Captain of the Gaards, named Ferdinand Sala- 
manca, has been arrested at the moment when he was going te 
cross the Balassoa, He was dressed as a moleteer, and coming 
up at the instant wheo the ferry boat was pushing off from the 
bank of Sprin, he offered 40 francs to be taken over immediately. 
This offer excited the suspicions of the boatmen and Custom- 
house officers and having beea interrogated, he was arrested and 
eonveyed to Irun, from whence he has been removed under a 
strong escort to Madrid,—The total change io civil and military 
officers is the work of the new Administration, and this Cabinet 
itself is the work of Lopez Banos: —The King, the Queen, and the 
Roya! Family, should, according to custom, go and pass seve- 
ral weeks of the sultry season at St. Iidefonso (La Granga), and 
at the Escurial, This jonrney was the more accessary this year 
of account of the state of Iassitade in which the Queen bas found 
herself sinee the scenes of the 7th alt,—Nevertheless we are 
assured, that yesterday the Ministers declared to the King that 
he could not absent himself from the capital, and that conseqaent- 
ly he must relinqaish bis journey to La Granga and the Escurial. 
His Majesty, yielding to the observations of his Ministers and 
the demand ofthe municipality of Madrid, has countermanded 
the preparations forhis departure.—The Provincial Deputation 
of Madrid has sent an address to the Permanent Depatation for 
the convocation of the Extraordinary Cortes, which unqaestion- 
ably will take place now, jadging from the composition of the 
new Cabinet,—The Duke del’ Infontado arrivec at St. Jacques 
on the 2ist ult.—The King has decreed a decoration for the citi- 
zens who saved the country on Jaly 7th” 


A loan of three millions has been opened at Barcelona to 
complete the armament of the Constitutionalists against the Roy- 
alists, who attack them with vigour threughout all Catalonia. 


Extract of a private letter from Bayonne of the 15th instant: 
“ Colonel de Labra teft this place yesterday to take the com- 
mand of the division of Queseda, whois recalled.—Withia two 
davs a great quantity of aortars and howitzers have been placed 
upon our walls,” 

Extract of a letter from Odessa of the 25th ult. :—* It is 
romoured that Russia is arming her feet of the Black Sea, 13 
vessels strong, at Sabastopol, Perhaps this project is to intimi- 
date the Turks, when they shall have recovered from the alarm 
produced by the death of the Captain Pasha, to ebtain at least 
some of the conditions of the first wlumatum, Itis to be feared, 
however, that this display will have as little effect upoa the Tarks 
as those made before. We are assured thata garrison of 3000 
Tarks will remain in the principalities after the arrival of the 
Hospodars, Several advitional villages have recently been burnt 
in the invirons of Jassy.” 


A private letter of the Ist instant from Warsaw mentions 
that the appointment of the Grand Doke Constantine to the com- 
mand of Lithuania give rise to report that Poleod would lose its 
Constitution, and be incorporated with Ressia. This appears 
very improbable, as the existence of the Kingdom ef Poland is 
guaranteed by the Congress of Vienna. 


The statue of Louis XIV, is now placed on its pedestal in 
the Place des Victoires, but will remain covered till Suaday 
(St. Louis's day), 


We learn from Calais -that, daring the last week, the pas- 
sage of couriers in both directions has been very (requeat. 


The following is from the Gagette of the Two Sicilies: 
Vesuvius continues to send forth smoke, which within two days 
bas become rather red, The waters in the envirous remain con- 
stantly in their natural state. On the @d ultimo, two slight 
shocks of an earthquake were {cli at Potchga ia the Basilicate, 
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bat they occasioned no damage. Similar shocks were felt on 
the 14th alumo. The frequency of these commotions, the dread. 
ful storms which sacceed them aad the extraordinary heat we have 
experienced for some time should rouse the attention of our 
natural philosophers.” , 

The preliminary business for trial of the conspirators in 
the affair of la Rochelle, commenced yesterday before ine Court 
of Assizes. 


The Departmept of the Lower Rhine has for four months 
been dreadfully laid’ waste by an immense multitude of mice 
which destroy every thing that comes in their way. In one erren- 
dissement, 670,000 were caught ina fortnight, besides wearty’ an 
equai number that perished in their holes. The loss by bail- 
storms and these avimals is estimated at 12 milhons. 


Spoin.— Letters from Barcelona dated the 25th of July, men- 
tion that the city of Vich (35 miles N. of Bareclona) had been 
for several dava closely besieged, and the inhabitants were in a 
state of general alarm owing to their aporehensions of being com- 
pelied to surrender, the more #0, as they were aware that the 
Chiefs of the insurgent troops had promised their men the right 
of pillage in case they entered the town. In this emergency they 
were relived by General Milans, who, advancing from the side of 
Manregza, vigorously attacked and defeated the insurgents, tak- 
ing a considerable number of prisoners, After the action 500 of 
the insurgents passed over to him, solicitisg pardon, and assnr- 
ing bim that they had been deceived, and brought from their 
homes under a promise of being allowed the the privilege of pil- 
lagiog the town. Among them were maoy women, who had also 
come under the expectation of pillage. General Milans bad 
several hung on the spot, without any other formality than the 
short process of a court martial, among whom were 23 friars and 
priests, and eight insergent chiofs. Urgel was still the bead 
quarters of the Army of the Faith, and General Milans was pre- 
paring to besiege it. The insurgents are stated to have upwards 
of 6,000 men shut ap in this town, and it was a subject of exul- 
tation to the Constitationalists that they were assembied in this 
manner, as the difficalty of reducing them was diminished. From 
all the examinations and inquiries that bad taken place up to the 
date of the letters alluded to, it was evident that the peeple had 
been instigated by designing men, and broucht into open rebel- 
lion by promises of pillage, of which they were the more indac- 
ed to avail themselves in consequence of the great misery and 
distress that prevailed in the country. Such are the pariies col- 
lected together, and composiag the Army of the Faith, and such 
the feats their coutrymen may expect from these deluded 
wretches. 

Greecee.—According to the official Report published by the 
Admiralty of Hydra and Speazia, ander date of the Sth of Jaly, 
on the affair of Scio, the Turkish ficet is in the following position ; 

the Admiral’s ship of 130 cuns has been blown up; three other 
ships of the line burnt have sunk: terror Having paralysed the 
Turks, seven frigates have stranded near Tehesme, and the 
greatest part of the crews have perished. —The Greeks have takca 
16 ships of the third expedition which sailed from Constantinople 
on the 4th ef Jane; the rest of this squadron is blockaded near 
Tchesme.—The Asiatics have left Seio with mote haste than 
they came.—Confasion, trouble, and consternation, are at.their 
height, The Greeks, rid of the Captain Pasha, prepare an expe- 
dition to Candia ; but we tremble for the vaarmed and defeaceless 
Greeks at Constantinop!e. 


Shocking Occurrence —Rostellan, the seat of the Marqais of 
Thomond, has been the scene of a very shocking occurrence, 
On Monday night, as the family were about to go to rest, a per- 
son of the name of Henson, a Rassian by birth, aud whe was 
valet to the Marquis, rashed out of the bousckeeper's room with 
a knife in bis band, and meeting Lady Sarah O'Brien, his Lerd- 
ship's second daughter, at the foot of the siairesse, made a stab 
at her bosom, but fortuoately withont doing ber much injury, as 
she received the blow on her band. Some of the other domestics 
who were attracted by the meise to the spot, were then attacked 
by the maniac, for such be appears to have beem at (he moment; 
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bat they avoided him ; be then escaped from them, and plunzed 
the knife ia his own bowels, which inimediately protraded and 
he was thea seeured. Medical advice was provided as soon 
as possible, but it was apavailing. After the commission of the 
fatal deed. it would appear that he recovered his senses and con- 
versed with the Marquis, to whome he declared that he had no 
cause whatever for the attempted marder of Lady Sarah, nor 
could be accoant for bis condect.. He had always been treated 
with kindnesss, aod was favourite servant in the family. Aa 
inquest was held on the body, and a verdict of Inseni(y returned. — 
Cork Southern’ Reporter. . 

Bahama Islands, —A \etter from the Bahama Islands, of 4th 
Jane, states, that apwards of 10° negroes, belonging to Mr. 
Stubbs, of the Island of Grand Caicos, bad risea upon their 
drivers, and seized all the vessel io the harbour, afterwards 
embarking with theic wives and children for the neighbouring 
Isiand of Has ti. 


Fires in Germany.— Fires are becoming dreadfally numerous 
in Germany. The town of Guas, io Styria, was burnt on the 15th 
of June. The wind blew with such fery, that osearly all the 
houses were in ames in « quarter of an hoer. A creat oumber 
ef the inhabitants were injured. Nothing was saved but the 
church and a few honses. At Dantzic theré bave been one hun- 
dred fires since the Istof January, which have destroyed 250 
buildings, insared for 100,000 crowns.—At Cobourg, a fire broke 
oat in the little town of Eisseld, which, out of 375 houses, has 
left oaly eight standing. : 


East India Produce, —Discoveries have been recently made 
of the existence of a system of smaggling on the Devonshire 
Coast to an enormons extent. The articles smuggled priocipally 
consist of teas and Bast India prodece, which, from the amoant 
of the duties, afford the strongest inducement to illicit traffic. 


Spain and Alviers.—Intelligence was vesterday received at 
Lioyd’s, that the megociations between Spain and Alciers had 
taken an unfavorable turn, and that the Spanish Consul had left 
Algiers. 

Pirates. —Liosd's books again present a list of valaable 
eapturcs by pirates om the South American cvast. The Axw 
Captain Phillips, from Valparaiso, valaed at 200,000 dollars; 
and the Joseru from the same place, had been captured by the 
Peravian squadron and carried into Lima, for a breach of block- 
ade. The Lavivia bad also beea condemaed for a like offence, 


Hotkham Sheep shearing Festival. —Mr. Coke has discontioned 
the Holkham Sheep shearing festival, for the present, till more 
piosperous times enabies kim to resome it. 


Sieam- Boats.—There are now more than one handred Steam 
Boats plying in various paris of the Empire, not merely on its 
rivers, forcing their way acaiost streams and currents, but regu- 
larly accomplishing voyages in the adjacent seas against wind 
aod tide. London and Biiabargh, London and Calais, Liverpool 
and Dublin, Bristol and Liverpool, Brighton aad D eppe, are 
connected by Steam vessels, performing their voyages in mea- 
sured time, and with dispatch unequalied. In the river Clyde 
alone, iseluding ove not qaite finished building at Glasgow, there 
are no less than thirty-six steam boats plying, 


Liverpool to Charleston.—The ship Consatn, D. W. Petrics 
bas performed six saccessive voyages, from Liverpool to Charies- 
ton and back, 21,000 miles, io 172 days! 


Inquest on John Inglis, Exqg.—On Tharsday, (Aug. 8,) an 
Ioquest was held on the body of John Ioglis, Esq. at bis house 
in Mark-lane—«ben bis servant, Edward Kendall, deposed, that 
on Wedoesday morning, sboat sine o'clock, Miss Loglis, bis 
master’s sister, inquired whether be bad come down. He short. 
ly after went to his master’s bed room, and not seing him there, 
be went into the adjoining water closet, where he fouad his 


master, leaning back, with bis bead rather forward, aad observed 
that he was dead. He went down to Miss Inglis, end « surgeon 
was seatfor. He picked op a pistol in the water closet, which 


sccmed to bave been recently discharged, for the lock was down, 
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He did not hear any report, though the other servants did. His 
master was not dressed: he had bis drawers aud morning cap 
on.—Mr. Draper, Sargeon, of St. Mary-Axe, said, thaten oovog 
ealled io, on Wednesday moraing, he found Mr. Taglis, on bis bed, 
quite dead, from the wound of a pistol bail. It had entered the 
pit of the stomach, penetrated thouch the body, and came oat 
between the 7th and Sth ribs, He afterwards found the ball in 
the lid of the water closet. He bad before attended Mr. Inglis, 
who was in a weak, nervoas, and debilitated state, and depressed 
in spirits —Mr. Laglis, another surgeon, corroborated this testi- 
mony.—Miss Mary Inglis, sister of the deceased, said that he 
had laboared under great depression of spirits for the last sevea 
months. “Oa Tuesday (she continued) I went down to Wost- 
minster, to see the Kiar go to Parliament, and I returned about 
foar o'clock.” Mr. Inglis was thea walking about the parlour, 
he looked very wildly at me, and appeared to be quite delirivas, 
He kept walking up and down the room. T[ tried to attract his 
attention, but I could aot. He took ap a book whea I spoke to 
him, looked at it, read it for a minute, threw it away, and thea 
left the room without speaking. He afterwards came into dinner 
—dined with me, and left the room without addressiog me, I 
recollect also that the ringing of the creat bell and the shutting of 
the door agitated him yioleatly, When he heard them, he Mart- 
ed from the sofa, and said “he could not stand it any longer; 
prople had no compassion for his feelings: be mast have the gates 
nailed op.” He was also fretted with trifling ciroomstances, 
which would not have at all affected him when bis miad was more 
vigorous. He shrank away frem anybody who came into the 
parloer when he was having hissoup, and seemod to be particu. 
larly averse to the presence of any ladies who came to see me. 
Aboat three weeks ago be came into the parlour, and after 
looking wildly at as all, asked as if we were well, saying that he 
himself had certainly been poisoned. He said that he did not 
know whether it was his soup or his gract that bad poisoned 
him ; but one ofthem bad. He could have had no sound reason 
for entertaining any sach idea. Seeing these circamstances, 
wich were very different from anything I had ever previously 
obeerved in my brother, I asked him if anything distressed 
him? He replied that there was nothing that he was aware of. 
My brother had a (alt about @ fortnight ago—T think he has never 
been well since, My brother bas had a bowel complaiat during 
the creater part of his life. It had latterly ceased: bis head was 
in consequeuce affected, and he became more and more nervous,” 
—~Miss Toglis then withdrew,—A short discussion bow ensued, 
when the Coroner said, that as a wish had been intimated to have 
Mr. James laglis examined, it was as well to have that gentleman 
called ia. —Mr, James Inglis, son of the, deceased, was then ina 
trodaced and sworn, “I bave come to the same opiaion,” he 
said, “with the lest witness, from observations which I made 
upon the condect of my father for some time past. On last Mon- 
day in particolar, I was sitting with him inthe afternoon, talking 
about his business in our asaal way, when, happening in the 
course of conversation to touch apon a particular thing, he sud- 
denly started ap. in away in which I bad never seen him before, 
and looked at me qaite wildly. Ihave been since convinced, from 
what afterwards occurred, that this was a paroxysm. He had 
been for a considerable time back im a state of great mental 
depression, partienlarly since the death of bis last wife; that 
event, together with my brother Robert's going to India, preyed 
very mach apon his spirits, which remained ina state of great 
dejection ever since.” The Jusy now expressed their pertect 
satisfaction, and the witmess then withdrew—Verdict, “ that 
the deceased had come by his death in consequeuce of having shot 
himself with a pisto! ballet, while acting under the influence of 
mental insanity, "—-[{t has been stated in some of the Papers 
that Mr. loclis was a partner with Mr. Bilice, M. P. This 
is a mistake, Mr. Ellice having retired from the house twe or 
three years ago. Mr. Toglis, we anderstand, was in bis 73d 
year. This eveot bas produced a great sensationia the com- 
mercial world, ian which he hag long enjoyed the very highest 
repatation. His benevolence aad liberality were proverbial 
and an extensive circle of friends and aequsintance to whom, 
be was cadeared, will regret his death. —Chromele.

A New Species ‘of Diversion, 


To the Editor ef the Government Gasette. 
Sie, 
Fashions and inventions for the amasement of fickle man and wo- 
man are constantly varying. Jigs, Hornpipes, and Minuefs are now out 
of date. Some of our Calcutta fashionables may take « bint from the 
following essay, which has just fallen under my eye in a late English 
paper, and iatrodace the pew species of diversion it describes at the 
next Ball or Masquerade. Your's, — 


For some years, welising was one of our most fashionable amuse. 
ments among the Ton; bet within the two last seasons, quadrilies have 
been substituted, Variety however still seems the order of the day; 
and at one or two of the most select parties, a now species of amusement 
has been jatrodaced, which bids fair to rival every ether:—it is that of 
acting charades; and | assare you, it requires wo lithe degree of ingenni- 
ty to give effect to this mode of killing an hour.

The culprit, on 
being called on forhis defence boidiiy recrimimated against the com. 
plaint, and stated that it was all a conspiracy against bis homer and cha. 
racter : that the compleinant, astheir Worsbips would perceive, was , 
Dandy of the first water ; that the witnesses were of the same kidney ; 
and that the charlies were suborned; that he could bring most respecta, 
ble parties to testify to the truth of bis statement; and that,in short, it 
was alia fam. The Curer recommended a compromise—and the com. 
plainant being satisfied that the whole fray erigivated in a maiaal larg, 
withdrew his charge and the parties were dismissed, with a hint to be 
more cautious infoture. The audience testified their applause at the 
deseuédment ; and guessed, traly, that this performance represented the 
Mayor, or Meyre as it is written in the sacient books.

Ertracts from the Fournal of a Cravrller. 


The Siam Mission being composed of Gentlemen of known talents 
aod Rterary sequirements, its return jastly excited expectarions of a vast 
accession of information rega'ding the quarters of eastern Asia which 
fell within the sphere ofits observation, Asfyet the"pabiie curiosity has 
been bat partially gratified, and so ¢ time must of course elapse before 
the stores of intelligence undoabtedly collected can be thoroagh!y digest. 
ed and prepared for the public eye. In the mean time we intend from 
time to time as other claims on our space permit, to submit to ow rea- 
ders some interesting extracts from a D1.S. Jonrnal vow in onr posses. 
sion, which was kept by @ person who lately visited Siam, Cochin-China 
&e. 

Nov. 17.—Yesterday morning we came to an anchor in Singapore 
Roads, after a voyage of 17 days from Turan Ray. We found seversl 
Ships at this place, and amongst others, the Tee+, Sloop-of.war, and the 
Brig Puck, which was io Siam, when we were there, and which had 
artived here ouly a few days before as. Ste T. S. Ravertes, was like- 
wise here; ani the sember of Shipping was more considerable than 
when we were here before, so that the place extvibited an annsnally gay 
appearance, From Capt. Smith and Mr. Storm, we learned, that after 
we had left Siem, and jast as they were ready to sail, they were treat- 
ed in a most bretal manner by the Siamese. The circumstances are as 
fellows :— 

On the arrival of the Prarsrx in Siam, a horse was presented te the 
Kiog, ebich after he had detained it for near 3 mouths, H. M. thought 
proper toretern. Captain Smith not having room on board for the horse, 
and being likewise without provisions for him, sent on shore and killed 
bom. At the same tim- no notice was taken of this affeir, and a few 
days after this, the two Gentlemen were invited to visit the 
Prince Kremebiat, who received them with more then ordinary 
civility. After some time he left the room, and some of the 
Chiefs who were present, mosted the subject of the horse in 
very intemperate terms. Upon this they prepared to depart, bat at 
this moment a number of natives rashediate the reom, and beating and 
kickiog them most bratelly, left them insensible. Upon recovering, thew 
foued themerives doubly iromed, and in thig state weret ken before the 
Prah Kiang, who informed them that “this was aspecimen of what the 
Siamese could do.” lathis state they were kewt for four days, andin 
the mean time, orders were sent tothe chief officer of the Ship to drep 
down the river to Pak nam; which be did, guarded by « creat namber 
of ermed boats and jewks, and here the Siamese refused to retarn the 
ship's guns, which had been sent on shore at the time the vessel went ep 
to the city according to castom. At this place Mr. Storm and Capt. 
Smith were seat on board, bat the Siamese refused to farnish a pilot to 
take ont the ship, aad in consequence she lay for nine days ween the ber 
scroced, enablete get ove; antil the next spring tides. Indeoendent of 
these outrages, the Siamese Government ovliged (bese geatiemen to pay 
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for their retarn cargo at most exerbitant prices, would not allow them to 
collect their outstanding debts, and detained their Massulman interpre- 
ter brought by them io the Paamwrx. At the time this vessel left Siam, 
there were three other vessels lying io the river, all belonging to British 
subjects, but two of which were ander the Portaguese flag. The com- 
manders of two of these had rendered themselves highly obnoxious to 
the Siamese Goveromeat, by assisting the Puanix, notwithstanding all 
orders to the contrary, and as owe of them was ready to sail when this ship 
left, and has not yet arrived, it is bat too probable that they have been 
treated in a similar manner by the Siamese, and serious apprehensious are 
accordingly entertained on their account. 


Now. 24.—Vesterday weleft Singapore in prosecation of our voy. 
age to Bengsl. The place we have just left has wndergone very many al. 
terations and improvements since we last saw it, both as it regards the 
town and its agriculieral interests, and may withoat any doubt be pra- 
nounced as the most flourishing settlement of any Evuropeae nation ia 
the East. We hadin consequence of the fineness of the weather an 
excellent opportunity of enjoving the delightful scesery among the 
numerous islands near to Singapore. 

Nov. 26.—During the whole of vesterday we were advancing on 
our course, The mountains called by Europeans, Formosa, and Mar, 
and Mora, were in sight in the morning, and ia the evesing the Water 
Tslands a little to the South of Malacea, and Moant Opbir, ax it is called 
by Earoveans, or Guning Redang. by rhe Malays. The territories in- 
land of Malacca are bounded by this monntain, which ina strait line is 
about 20 miles from the town. Cape Rachado, the northera boundary 
was visible this morning, so that we passed Malacca inthe night. Oa 
the other side the low coast of Samatra, was clearly distinguished, the 
straits here not being above 30 miles wide, Tn the coarse of today we 
spoke two vessel«, one the Honarta, « brie from Madras, and last 
from Penang, and the other the Englich free. trader Dapawe, last 
from Penang to Manilla, She was freighted by a number of aative 
merchents. and isan early instance of British fiee-traders condacting a 
commerce from one part of India to another, I was given to noder- 
stand that she had on board arveral passengers, and amoung others, a 
geatieman from Trincomalee, about tosettic withhis family at Singapore, 


Neo. 28,.—The Tslands called in the Furopean charts Pule Sambi. 
lang, property Sambilan or the Nine Islands, were in sight last wight and 
early this morning, the Dingding, or Pulo Pangkor were quite cles: to 
us, About 3 o'clock we had catered the fae harbour formed by these 
islands and the main lend and « large party of us landed on that called 
the Little Dingding. The place at which we landed wasa fine small 
bay, inte which «fine clear stream of excellent fresh water empties it. 
self, Ata little distance from this on the South side are the remains of 
the old Deatch port, built expressly to defend the tradeof Pers, The 
sole article of trade obtained from it by the Dutch woe Tin, which at 
present is sent to Siam. From the nature of the soll, and the low state ot 
society in this country, the metal is not extracted from the ore bat with 
great difficulty, and the most expenssive processes, and even under Kare. 
pean management, vo advantage could, from these cireumstances, be 
derived from the presence of this metal. The River of Pera, empties 
itself inte this channel nearly opposite to where we landed, considering 
that it has been abandoned for upwards of 140 years, there rains are in 
an excellent state of preservation. The roof is destroyed, but the walls 
sre still in good condition and enormows trees of the fig kind have 
clambered op them, aed probably serve to hold them together. The 


> fort is a square brick building. with loop holes for masquetry and can. 
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non, and isa little elevated above the sarronading country. Close to it on 
both sides of the stream are evident marks of eneampments or tempora- 
ry buildings, and most likely are the remains of the Dutch Government 
house, which Dampier says, once stood in this place. The harbour here 
is excellent, defended from all winds and not sal to strong tides, 
The breadth ofthe channel forming it is ahoutsix miles. The whole 
group of islaads is of moderate elevation, and covered with trees, not- 
withstanding which, the soil is only an inch or two deep, and immediately 
below it, is aw imorncticable mass of granite, The land on the opposite 
main is eqaally impracticable for cultivation, Its appearance is down 
to the very water's edger, steep; barren and inhospitable. It is covered 
with high trees, batin these countries this ic ne proof of fertility, for 
the most barren islands that we heve seen, aed those on which it was 
most impossible to prosecate any agricaltural labours, are likewise thas 
covered to their very tops, We saw marks of recent Gres, which evi- 
dentiy chewed that the island had lately been frequented. The isiend 
ahownds with wild hogs, one of which wesaw, aod many footsteps evi- 
dently proving them to be of a large race. 


Dee 2.—We artived to day ian Peneng harbour, having entered it 
by the South channel, The entrance to it from this quarter is highly 
beantifal and romantic. Many small islands with fine sandy hays, 


covered ‘o their samenits with trees, are seattered shout in every direc. 
tion, while the water smooth as a lake, is scarcely ruffled by the passing 
b: ceze.— Harkaru.
